Successor to Late Terence 
MacSwiney Lands at 
Newport News and Is 
‘Arrested by Immigration 
Officials. | 


Newport News, Va., January 4.—7 
Peter J. MacSwiney, of New York, 
brother of the late Terence Mac- 
Swiney, lord mayor of Cork, anda 
O’Callaghan, present “lord 
mayor of Cork, arrived in this port 
this evening as stowaways on the 
American steamer West . Cannon, 
from Cork. Immediatley upon arri- 
val of the West Cannon, immigra- 
tion authorities’ discovered the two 
men on board and, disregarding the 
claims of their identity, had them 
pdaced in jail pending investigation. 
MacSwiney carried a passport, vised 
by an. American consul, and could 
have made the trip openly, but chose 
to, stowaway with Lord: Mayor 
O'Callaghan. Upon showing his 
passport MacSwiney was released. 

The lord mayor later. was«re- 
leased from jail and allowed to take 
up his visit. According to Mace 
Swiney, O’Callaghan is in this coun- 
try at the invitation ofthe committee 
of one hundred at Washington in- 
vestigating the Irish situation-Al- 
though O’Callaghan was not kept in 
jail, he ‘is under guard furnished 
by immigration officials at his 
hotel. ”

Gleason, of the White Sox, have 
done likewise, and according to 
other managers, are going to forbid 
the Tennessee tiddle-de winks and 
five-card entertainment during the 
1921 season. 

It is no blug law departure, ac- 
cording to President Veeck, but a 
simple business proposition. And 
if the ball players attempt to kick 
over club rules some of the stars 
are going to find themselves look- 
ing for new jobs.

“The 
players who lose heavily can’t keep 
their minds on their work. It is 
none of our business what they do 
during the winter, but it is our 
business what they do during the 
season, and you can depend on Ev- 
ers to stop big gambling on oar 
club.” 

Sox Big Gamblers. 


The White Sox club of 1920 was 
a great gambling club despite the 
orders of Manager Gleason, In de- 
nying that the club was divided in- 
to cliques of crooked and square 
L.ll players, Buck Weaver, the fa- 
mous third baseman who is indicted 
as one of the “Black Sox,” declared 
that “the only clique on the club 
were those who could lose a few 
dollars in a-~poker game without 
hollering and those who couldn't.” 
The players who saved their money 
were not popular with the others. 

Those who could lose a few dol- 
lars without hollering are the same 
players who will face trial here in 
a week or two charged with throw- 
ing the 1939 world’s series. 

“They'll play hearts or old maid 
on the White Sox next season,” said 
Se-retary Grabiner.

CALIFORNIA CREATES QUERY 


New York, January 4.—Califor- 
nia’s victory over Ohio State is of 
the greatest import, from a football 
standpoint, and it raises many ques- 
tions, the answers to which will be, 


indeed, varied. Primarily it brings 
the query as to whether the east 
will see, next season, the invasion of 
a real coast team to try conclusions 
with the best of the elevens on the 
Atlantic seaboard. We have had 
invasions in tenni&S and track meet- 
ings, as well as in rowing, and all 
have shown the quality of the ath- 
letes of the Pacific coast. 

Could California’s football team, 
coached so successfully by Andy 
Smith, defeat Penn State of Pitts- 
bur a: . How would it fare with No- 
tré Dame? The overwhelming de- 
feat it administéere@ to Ohio State 
shows that it would have dominated 
any team in the middle west confer- 
ence. It showed no weak points, 
and the type of play was t)° kind 
that was not dependent upon indi- 
viduals, but upon a compact, well 
rounded defense, and an attack that 
made use of all the weapons the 
en rules place in the hands of a 
coach. : et 


Development of Pass. 


A very important feature of the 
Pacific coast game was the bearin~ 
it may have upon forward pass le~- 
islation. Ohio State, admittedly the 
best forward passing combination in 
the riddle west, was met and de- 
featcd in a game which its opponent 
denfonstrated ability not only to de- 
fend against the forward pass, but 
were equally effective in using itas

miss, nor indiscriminate hurling of 
the ball on wild chances, but a thor- 
oughly developed offense, in which 
the pass wasas carefully planted as 
an ordinary run-off tackle.

If the 
combination of a running and for- 
ward passing game is the mark 
which all teams should work, the 
persons who.favor the elimination 
of the overhead game will find 
themselves face toface with a diffi- 
cult argument. 

No one can say of Californta’s 
Zame that it lacked the attributes 
of the old-time, hard-hitting, varied 
running attacks; noone can say 
that its game was a basketball af- 
fair or a game lacking in the basic 
principles of oldfashioned footbal! 
as hungered for by many of the 
veterans of the gridiron. There was 
plenty of the old drive about it, yet 
California took advantage, too, or 
the capacity for generalship offered 
by the new game. The University 
of California is to be congratulated 
uponasingle triumph, both in vic- 
tory and style of play. 


The Tennis Triumph. 

The clean sweep of the American 
tennis team, while not entirely un- 
expected; was none the less gratify- 
ing to lovers of the sport in the 
United States. It demonstrated be- 
yond cavil that Tilden and John- 
ston are practically unbeatable when 
in form, and as beth are compara- 
tively young men, we may look for- 
ward to a continued succession of 
triumphs. 

The matches also proved what was 
said in this column long ago—that 
that splendid player, Brookes, has 
Passed the meridian line which 
marks the aging veteran.

1920 Show Numerical 
Gain of 37.7 Per Cent, 
While ‘Indebtedness Is 
{60.5 Per Cent Greater.

New York, January 4.—Commer- 
cial failures throughout the United 


States during 1920, as made public 
today by R. G. Dun & Co. numbered 
8.881, with indebtedness of $295,- 


121,805. In 1919 the company’s rec- 
otrds showed 6,451 failures, involv- 
ing liabilities of $113,291,237, mak- 
ing an increase of failures last year 
of 2,430. The comparative increase 
of commercial inselvencies, the re- 
port said, is relatively much smaller 
than the expansion of $181,800,000 
in liabilities, showing the rise in 
the’ number of failures to have been 
37.7 per cent and of indebtedness 
160.5-per cent. : 

The sharp increas® of business 
reverses of 1920 was said to be “not 
unnatural” in a period marked by 
general economic readjustment. 

“Separated according to occupa- 
tion, the 1920 insolvency statement 
reveals increases, both numerically 
and otherwise in manufacturing, 
trading and other commercial 
branches as compared with the re- 
turns of 1919,” the report said. 
“Numbering 2,635 and involving 
$127,992,471 of Mabilities, the man- 


ufacturing defaults are 41.3 per 
cent larger in number and 148 per 


cent heavier in amount of indebted- 
ness than the 1,865 similar reverses 
for $51,614,216 of 1919, while the 
5,532 trading failures for $88,558,- 


347 are 37.9 per cent more in num- 
ber and 135.1 per cent greater in 
liabilities than the. 4,013 insolven- 
cles for $37,670,443 reported among 
traders during the early year. 


Geographical Analysis. 


“The class designated as ‘other 
commercial,’ which embraces de- 
faults that can not be properly in- 
cluded in either manufacturing or 
trading, shows 714 reverses’ for 
$78,570,987, or a numerical increase 
of 24.6 per cent and an expansion 
of 227.3 per cent’in the indebtedness 
over the 573 such failures for $24,- 
006,578 in 1919. It thus appears that 
relatively the most unsatisfactory 
numerical exhibit is made by the 
manufacttring division. 

“Geographical analysis of the 
past year’s statistics of failures 
shows a couftry-wide trend toward 
the businegs rhortality. Theyrear’s 
insolvenciés are 9.2 per cent’ larger 
than thosd of 1919 in New England, 
62.5 per cé@émt heavier in the middle 
Atlantic states; 45.4 per cent great- 
er in the South Atlantic section, 
44.8 per cent more numerous in the

any set of men, I'll sit here until 
hell freezes over before I’ll see a 
hair of their heads harmed.” 
His fight was based on a desire 
that the board take no hasty ac- 
tion that would indicate prejudg- 
ment of the case against the offi- 
cers or a spirit of antagonism on 
the part of the city to the grand 
jury and the solicitor general. 


VINDICATION 
EXPECTED. 


When the grand jury present- 
ments were first brought before the 
board, it seemed extremely likely 
there would be a quick and com- 
plete vindication of the detective of- 
ficers. In bringing the question be- 
fore the board, Acting Chairman 
Chambers declared that he wished 
first to have read the findings 6 
the councilmanic investigating com- 
mittee on the same subject. These 
findings, it will be remembered, 
were entirely in favor of the detec- 
tive department. 

Mayor Key objected to this pro- 
cedure “strenuously. “Those find- 
ings might q@mery well be considered 
as part of this proceeding, but they 
certainly should not be allowed to 
precede the whole,” he declared 
“The grand jury has made certain 
serious charges against certain po- 
lice officers. We are meeting here 
to try these charges. As far as 
I am concerned I am going to deal 
with this question as a matter of 
public policy and the public policy 
that I want to pursue is not to 
try this case in advance or be preju- 
diced in anybogy’s favor. I want a 
fair, square and open trial. I sim- 
ply .want a show down.” 

Replying to“the mayor, Commis- 
sioner Chambers said that he did 
not believe that the board should 
go on record as being unwilling at 
any future time to reopen the whole 
affair, “but,” said he, “I’ve read a 
lot and heard a lot of the things 
dealt with in these grand jury pre- 
sentments 


“MIGHTY LITTLE 
GROUND.” 


“Tl attended everyone of the hear- 
ings before the councilmanic inves- 
tigation and I’m pretty sure that 
about all the evidence the solicitor- 
general has against these officers 
was presented at those hearings. 
And if that’s all the evidence the 
grand jury had, I'll say that they 
had mighty little ground on which 
to take the action they did. 

“Here they come with recommen- 
dations that we. discharge officers, 
who as far as I’m concerned, I'll say 
right now are as honest as efficient 
as ever served on a police force any- 
where. 

“These officers are in charge of 
one of the city’s most important de- 
partments. You know and I know 
that as long as these charges are 
hovering over them, not one of these 
men can devote the same energy dnd 
intelligence to his duties as he did 
before.

“I don’t see how he can fig- 
ure that running down a sure-thing 
gambler is more important to public 
welfare than this trial,” said the 
mayor. “If these policemen have 
been protesting criminals I will say 
that they are the worst criminals in 
Atlanta and that it is»of paramount 
importance to the public good and 
the public safety for the solicitor- 
general to tell us everything he 
knows against them. 4

During 
the last two years the records show 
that $25,000,000 have been spent in 
erecting new buildings in Atlanta 
and yet not 25 cents has been put 
into new school buildings.” 


“Two years ago,” the message

“the school plant was not sufficient 
to adequately and comfortably take 
eare of the schools. Since that time 
the school population has increased 
approximately twenty-five hundred 
with no additional space to take 
care of it except in basements, old 
rooms over. stores and 
places of such character.”

But the mayor recommends that 
the million dollars be acquired by 
the direct taxation method—by 
levying an emergency tax of one- 
half of one per cent for school 
purposes, the levy to be made upon 
the basis of the new tax assess- 


ment valuation. , 

Then he discusses the other al- 
ternative—the bonding method -- 
and, he declares that “not less 
than five million dollars” wouid 
be required “to meet the demands 
of the pubic schools for the pres- 
ent and for a period of, say, ten 
years.” 

_ Time and time repeatedly, and 
for years, The Constitution has 
urged the necessity of a bond is- 
sue of “not less than five million 
dollars” as a starter toward meet- 


schools for the present” and for 
the future! 

As‘ to the relative merits in the 
suggestion of recruiting five as 
against one mililon, the mayor 
argues, if effect, that it would be 
impossible to get the larger 
amount by direct taxation, while 
the smaller amount could be thus 
obtained this year; and, while ie 
is opposed to the bonding method 
per se, he admits that by that 
means only could the larger 
amount possibly be acquired, and 
at the same time he admits that 
“not less than five million dollars 
are needed.” 

Then, we say, the fact that five 
millions could not. be obtained by 
direct emergency taxation, waile 
it might be obtained by the bond- 
ing method, instead of being det- 
rimental to the position of bond 
advocates, argues eloquently in its 
favor! 

The mayor argues that “with the 
past experience we have had in an 
effort to issue bonds it seems al- 
most a hopeless task,” for, he de- 
clares— 

“It requires about as large a per 
cent of voters to vote up a bond is- 
sue as ever come to the polls to 
vote during our most heated elec- 
tion, and in bond elections, even 
where there is no opposition, the 
difficulty of securing a sufficient 
vote is almost impossible to over- 
come and where there are any con- 
siderable elements of opposition a 
bond issue is impossible.” 

That argument, under existing 
conditions, amounts to little. 

At the time of Atlanta’s last at- 
tempt to carry a bond election 
the law was such that dead men, 
men who no longer lived in At- 
lanta, and registered voters who 
purposely or through lack of in- 
terest remained away from the 
polls counted in the results as hav- 
ing disapproved the proposal at 
issue the same as though they had 
cast ballots against it. 

The mayor overlooks the fact 
that the law has been changed 
since then—changed for the very 
purpose of meeting just such a 
situation as now exists in Atlanta 
—and that no election has been 
held in Atlanta under the new 
law; also that since the new law 
went into effect bond elections 
have been held in several other 
Georgia municipalities which had 
previously been unable to vote 
bonds, just as Atlanta had, and 
not one of them has failed to 
carry! — 

It was at Atlanta’s suggestion, 
made soon after our last unsuc- 
cessful bond election, that the 
legislature amended the law so as 
to make it a comparatively simple 
matter for a municipality in At- 
lanta’s position to vote bonds. 

At our last bond election the 
proposal to issue $3,000,000 bonds 
for improvement purposes failed 
by a margin so small that had the 
present law been in effect at that 
time the proposal would have car- 
ried overwhelmingly! 

It was following that election 
that Atlanta instigated the legis- 
lation that changed the law; and 
yet, after getting the haw changed 
so that we might issue bonds, 
Atlanta has failed, and thus far 
refused, even to give the new law 
a trial! 

As to the $5,000,000 bond sug- 
gestion, the mayor says: 

“An effort to finance a bond is- 
sue at this time would find the 
worst possible bond market and the 
rates you would obtain now would 
have to be borne for thirty years. 
In addition to the interest charged, 
under the constitution of the state 
of Georgia, a sinking fund must 
be provided each year to retire the 
bonds at maturity. I estimate that it 
would require not less than 9 per cent 
to cover interest and sinking fund 


charges. This, on an issue of five 
million dollars of bonds, would re- 


sand dollars which must be met out 
of the current annual revenues of 
the city.” 


Let us be exact as to the propo-

The proposal to levy this tax, 
by which a cold million dollars 
would be taken from the taxpay- 
ers in a single year—in addition to 
their regular tax burdens—on a 
basis of the increased assessment 
would be unjust and unsound. 

When last year’s assessments 
were made property was more or 
less inflated, values were at high 
tide, and everything in the way of 
realty was, as -everybody well 
knows, “sky-high.”

ago; so that a rate of one-half of 
one per cent on the present valua- 
tions would actually be much 
higher than one-half of one per 
cent on assessments as they stood 
a year ago. 

Surely, .council will see the 
truth in this; and surely, backed

GET AT THE FACTS 
Discussing the hydro-electric 
power situation from the stand- 


point of a technical man, whose 
interest is that only of a citizen, 
Nathaniel P. Pratt, of Atlanta, 
mechanical and mining expert de- 
veloper of national reputation, in 
a communication appearing in an- 
other column of this page, urges 
the people of this section to ascer- 
tain what. it is that is retarding 
the development of our water re- 
sources thus to open the way “for 
the: remedy to be legitimately 
applied.” 

He warmly commends the atti- 
tude of The Constitution as ex- 
pressed in an editorial published 
a few days ago. 

In that and previous discussions 
The Constitution took ‘the broad 
ground that something is radi- 
cally wrong with conditions under 
which hundreds of thousands of 


energy are annually running to 
waste, while the community’s de- 
velopment is being seriously re- 
tarded by the scarcity of cheap 
power and by the ‘high price of 
coal. 

But we did not assume to fix 
responsibility, nor to suggest 
wherein the trouble lies. 

“T think,” says Mr. Pratt, in his 
communication, “you are right in 
not attempting to name the re- 
sponsibility for the situation as it 
exists; but certainly something 
very serious is the matter,” and

In this situation we have on the 
one hand the power company,

| Bits of New York Life 


BY O. O. McINTYRE 


New York, January 4.—Poverty | 
and old age are a tragic combina- 
tion, but nowhere do they appear 
so pathetically hopeless as in this 


great metropolis. Old Mina, who 
sells the myriad of the theatrical 
publications from dark - doorways 


near Times Square, after midnight, 


was found hobbling down to a plier 
of the North river the other night. 
By the merest chance a policeman 
saw her before she plunged into 
the black waters. 


Old Mina is 80, and she did not 
see how she could stand the rav- 
ages of another winter on the 
streets. She is just one of the 
army ot men and women here who 
fight an almost ever losing battle 
against gaunt poverty. Walking 
along Fitfh avenue late I saw an 
ambulance back up to the door of 
a department store. 

Soon there were lights and a 
towseled gray head rested on the 
ambulance litter. “Dropped over in 
his tracks of exhaustion,” the am- 


bulance surgeon said. ‘“He’s too 
old to work and too proud to beg, 
so he got this job as a cleaner. Two 
hours finished him. We pick up 


‘cases like this almost every day.” 


As a rule these old people must 
putter around on small jobs at 
night. They polish the brass plates 
in front of office buildings, sweep 
out hallways and pavements—and 
most of the time they are alone 
with their thoughts. 

About the best care of the pov- 
erty stricken aged is taken by a 
Swiss waiters’ organization. They 
have a pleasant private house on 
an uptown street. Here the aged 
inmates play .checkers, chess and 
smoke their pipes. They are not 
charity: wards, for each has dur- 
ing more active days contributed 
a certain amount toward old age 


independence, but few go to the 
place until their finances are com- 


pletely gone. 

An employment agency manager 
tells me the efforts of old men 
to get jobs is quite pathetic. They 


dye their hair and wear young 
men’s clothes and many who prefer 
pipes smoke cigarettes. They simu- 
late youth to compete against youth. 

New .York’s spirit is the spirit ' 
of youth. It apparently has no 
Place for the old and enfeebled.

The call of adventure is the 
prime motive. In a raid on an East 
Side wine cellar last week ten men 
and one woman were taken to head- 
quarters in a patrol. All‘ the men 
had criminal records. The woman 
is happily married to all appear- 
ances, and is a patron of the opera. 
She said the men and women in 
her set Were dull and that she liked 
to get out and mingle with the 
men who lived by their wits and 
were not afraid of dangerous paths.

There is a walk- 
ing club composed of men who have 


offices there and twice a week they 
walk to the top. All declare the 
walks have improved thenfmphysical- 
ly and mentally.

| Noted Engineer Commends 


Constitution’s Attitude on 
Water Power Development 


Editor Constitution: Just a word 
on your editorial of recent date ac- 
companying Mr. Atkinson’s discus- 
sion of the water power situation, 
this editorial being one of several 
excellent ones on the same subject 
appearing in previous issues of The 
Constitution. 

I think you are right in not at- 
tempting to name the responsibility 


(for the situation as it exists; but 


certainly something very serious is 


the matter, and it is up to The Con- 
stitution and other leaders of pub- 
lic opinion to keep this question 
alive until the trouble is determined 
and acknowledged, after which the 
way should open to apply the rem- 
edy. I am not interested in the lo- 
cal power company and _= scarcely 
know any of its officers, except by 
sight, but certainly one of two 
things is necessary. Either the pub- 
lic utilities have got to be permit- 
ted to earn a reasonable retugn on 
the fair value of their propérties 
in use and devoted to the public 
service, or the public has got to 
take them over and build for the 
future imperative needs of Atlanta. 

I would define “fair value” to 
mean what it would cost to repro- 
Cuce or replace a thing; certainly 
the value of the property of an in- 
dividual is so measured. Why should 
not the same rule apply to corpo- 
rations regardless of what the orig- 
inal cost was, which may have been 
greater or less, and regardless, also, 
of what securities may have been 
issued against it? 

If this much can be agreed on, 


then we have got a starting point, 
and I cannot see that the situation 
is insoluble. 

Personally I believe that the 
thinking men of this country dread 
the ownership and operation of the 
utilities by the public, partly be- 
cause of the well-known  ineffi- 
ciencies of political servants in sim- 
rar veapacities;. but whether this 
be true or not, and no matter who 
owns and operates the utilities, cer- 
tainly no other pfinciple can be es- 
tablished for fixing just rates than 
the principle claimed by Mr. Atkin- 
son in his letter. I am not now 
questioning whether the railroad 
commission of Georgia is or is not 
afraid of public sentiment, which 
may or may not be misguided or 
misinformed; but I do want to stress 
the fact that more light has got to 
be thrown on this subject by The 
Constitution and other leaders of 
opinion in order that Ae difficulty 
may be determined and the remedy 
applied. 

From my limited acquaintance I 
know that present users of prac- | 
tically prohibitory steam power to 
the extent of 25,000 or more horse- 
power in Atlanta territory are cry- 
ing for electrical drives for their 
industrial plants, and there is no 
immediate chance to get it. Others 
better informed can possibly double 
or trehle that information. Here in 
my office a few days ago an an- 
nouncement was made as coming 
from the industrial agent of one of 
the great railway systems of the 
south, that his department was be- 
ing beseiged to know where, aiong 
their main lines, reasonable eiec- 
trical power could be had, a pre- 
liminary necessity 'in the determina- 
tion of the location of their plants. 
This man said he could locate in 
the Atlanta district immediately one 
hundred important industrial enter- 
prises if they could secure electrical 
power to operate with, and in the 
face of this, large power is going 
to waste between the banks of the 
streams on its way to the sea. 


There has been a great deal of 
idle talk about Iimitless waterpower 
in Georgia. Much that has been 
said is known by practical men to 
be misleading, because it would be 


impractical to develop and distrib- 
ute most of it except at prohibitory 
costs. There are, however, powers 
f large consequence in Georgia 
which can be economically develop- 
ed and which ought to be developed 
and distributed, and, as I see it, if 
developmenta should be begun and 
consecutively followed they would 
not oversupply the demand for them 
as soon as the currents could be 
turned on from such consecutive de- 
velopments. 


There is no question but that we 
are at the threshold of the great- 
est industrial .development this 
country has ever known, and Atlan- 
ta is in the very center of this cer- 
tainty in the south. Whatever is 
the matter, it appears to be true 
that capital cannot be secured to 
develop important water powers in 
Georgia, the reason given being 
that such investments are not per- 
mitted to make such a fair return 
on the actual values involved as will 
give their legitimate securities the 
necessary standing in financial 
quarters. 

As a member of the board of trus- 
tees of Georgia Tech you are famil- 
lar with the earnest, active plans 
now. being developed for the co-or- 
dination of our industrial develop- 
ment with the technical training 
necessary to the fullest measure of 

; and the trustees of the in- 


in 
with .the conditions we are now dis- 
cussing. 

I hope you will keep up your line 
of discussion, and I hope that the 
other papers will take it up until 
the issue is fought through to a fin-

Felker Discusses 
the Cotton Situation 


Editor Constitution: Just a brief 
recapitulation. I have already 
shown conclusively that by reason 
of the gambling on the cotton ex- 
changes wherein millions of bales 
of paper cotton are sold, or what is 
termed short selling is carried on, 
the price of cotton is based entirely 
on fictitious supply and demand and 
not on.real supply and demand. I 
have also proven that the order 
stopping short sales caused a rally 
of the market and prevented a de- 
cline, 

And I have also demonstrated that 
the present federal law is unilater- 
al; that bulls can be sent to the 


penitentiary for bulling cotton and 
that the bears are absolutely im- 
mune from prosecution for running 
the prices down by bear raids, 

I am glad that Senator Capper, 
of Kansas, has introduced his bill 
to prevent gambling on the ex- 
changes, but I fear that a tax of 10 
per cent will not prevent it, as they 
will just add this to the charges 
and the dealers will just pay it and 
go ahead with the raid. 

Neither will be the bill introduced 
by Congressman Gordon Lee, of 
Georgia, do any good, for it is sim- 
ilar to the alliance subtreasury biil 
and will go like that did. Congress 
will not go into the paternalism 
business. The temporary tariff bill 
is not worth a cent and the senate 
will kill it. But what a glorious op- 
portunity the southern congressman 
had of legislating against the real 
The western 
members are there willing and 
waiting to join them. The patient 
is sick unto death and we need dras- 
tic medicine or legislation. 


Just stop the short selling by 
making it a felony. Would to God 
we had a man in congress like 
Adamson, who was a constructive 
legislator; who can see the situa- 


tion, draw the necessary bill ahd 
pass it. But I have about lost hope 
in this congress doing anything for 
the farmers; the farmers have no 
lobby there to cope with those 
against them. 


Without a law eliminating the 
gambling from the exchanges it will 


be hard to legislate and secure best 
results, for the bears can bear a 
small crop as well as a large one, 
as no cotton is delivered .on short 
sales. Even Sully bulled a big crop. 
That year there was plenty of cot- 
ton everywhere.* Some bull may 
start it again and the. mills will 
catch it in the neck, but the bears 
will protect the bulls to get them 
out of the market as-they did be- 
fore.

Atlantan Writes 


Of Experiences 
InSouth America 


Lester H. Heath Tells 
Interesting Story of 
Journeys and Work in 
Chief City of the Argen- 
tine. 


Lester H. Heath, an Atlanta boy 
who is occupied with his father in 
construction of cotton oil mills at 
Resistencia, Argentina, to be the 
largest in South America, writes 
most interestingly of his experi- 
ences where “spirits” are plentiful, 
a date with a girl means an eve- 
ning with the family and cotton 
stockings are considered luxuries 
over bare legs. 

Extracts from Mr. Heath's 
follow: 
“IT resigned from the federal] re- 
serve bank of Atkanta on August 3, 
1920, to accept a position with my 
father, Who had a big construction 
job to do in South America. Our 
Ship, the West aAvenal, left the 
States on August 27 and our first 
rston was at St. Thomas in the Vir- 
gin Islands, where we took on fuel 
oil for our run to Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil. We reached _Rio after 


twenty days without a sight of 
land. 

“We spent September 24 in Rio, 
the same day that the king and 
queen of Belgium arrived. The 
town was in holiday attire. There 
were very few ladies on the streets, 
but those who we did see had evi- 
dently had their dresses cut dur- 
ing*a flood in order to show their 
cotton stockings. In Brazi] it is 
either cotton hose or none, as the 
tariff is too high to admit of silk. 

Ba 3 easy stages we proceeded to 
Santos, Sa Paulo, Montevideo. At 
Montevideo we dropped anchor at 
the end of a 6,500-mile journey 
c.-npleted entirely by water. From 
there it was only a night’s ride to 
Buenos Aires, the New York of 
South America. There we were met 
by the president of the company in 
a made-to-order lumozine.’ 

“A long railroad journey landed 
us at La Resistencia, where our 
work is. We are constructing a 
cotton seed oil mill, peanut oil mill, 
a cotton gin, an oil factory, an ice 
plant and compound factory. The 
refirery, ice plant and compound 
will be the first in Argentina. On 
our yayroll we have Indians, Span- 
iards and negroes, as well as one 
French baron. They all mix very 
well socially and make good la- 
borers. Our Indian cook is an ar- 
tist when it comes to such deli- 
cacies as snail pie, pond lilly buds, 
blood pudding and frog legs.”

Ira W. Williams Points 
Out That Cétton Acre- 
age Will Suffer Heaviest 
Cut—Farmers Refusing 
to Sell Bales. 


After facing one of the longest 
acute periods of depression of mar- 
ket prices in twelve years, Georgia 
enters the new year with the pros- 
pect of planting the smallest crop 
of agricultural products in the past 
quarter of a century, the general 
deflation having greatly discourag- 
ed the farmers, who, with limited 
financial assistance available, will 
find it impossible to operate on the 
previous large scale. 

This forecast, which does not 
come as a surprise to those who 
have made a careful study of con- 
ditions, was made Tuesday night by 
Ira W. Williams, cotton specialist 
of the state board of entomology, 
who has just completed a survey 
of the situation throughout the 
state, and by other agricultural au- 
thorities. While the decrease in a}! 
products will be great, it is pointed 
out that cotton acreage will suffer 
the largest cut because of t@® pres- 
ence of the boll weevil. 

Reduce Cotton Acreage, 

In addition to this reason, the 
Georgia department of agriculture, 
under the direction of Commissioner 
J. J. Brown, is conducting a cam- 
paign throughout the state to re- 
duce cotton acreage, basing its pro- 
motion on the ground that a muca 
better grade of the fleecy staple 
will be raised and a higher market 
price obtained. The Memphis acre- 
age convention decided at its recent 
meeting that if each farmer planted 
only one-third of his acreage in cot- 
ton, a general decrease of 60 per 
cent will result. With the co-oper- 
ation of bankers and business men 


the campaign is being promoted. in 
all southern states. 


Many experts, closely in touch 
with developments, believe that 
speculators are attempting to keep 
nmrarket prices deflated until after 
Planting season the assumption that 
the farmers will be forced to sell 
a large part of their produce in or- 
der to clear away old obligations 
and finance their 1921 crops, accord* 
ing to Mr. Williams. Such a eondi- 
tion can only be met, said the cot- 
ton specialist, by the agriculturists 
refusing to sell unless higher prices 
are offered. 

Even. should higher prices be of- 
feerd, the farmers should not flood 
the market with their produce un- 
less the increase is great enough to 
warrant an instantaneous landslide 
of sales, he said. Should the spec- 
ulators fail to break the holding 
movement during the planting sea- 
son, it is Mr, Williams’ opinion that 
an advance in market prices will 
result. 

Will Not Sacrifice Cotton. 


“Until such an increase is shown 
in farm values, it will be impos- 
sible for the country to reach a 
sound basis,” he said. “I have just 
finished a tour of Georgia and I 
find practically the same condition 
prevalent in each county. Deter- 
mined not to sacrifice their cotton, 
the farmers are selling only a few 
bales, the proceeds from which are 
being used to settle pressing obli- 
gations. 

“The farmers this year are facing 
a situation which leaves no doubt 
that the smallest acreage of agri- 
cultural products will be planted 
during the past twenty-five years. 
Without funds to finance their 1921 
Operations on a rar scale,"" he 
continued, “it will “4 impossible 
for a heavy production to be record- 
ed by farmers next fall. 

“It must also be remembered that 
the farmers have been discouraged 
over the outcome of this year’s op- 
erations and unless a change oc- 
curs at an early date there Is every 
indication that it will be impossible 
for them to increase diversification 
on a large scale. Even if they so 
desired, it would be impossible, for 
there is only a small chance of lib- 
— financial assistance being aval!- 
able. 

“Up to the present,” he ‘asserted, 
“the temperature has not reached 
a low enough degree fora sufficient 
period to kill the boll weevils. We 
have, of course, a number of weeks 
yet in which climatic conditions may 
result in the eradication of hordes 
of weevils. It matters not what 
the situation in this respect mav 
be in the spring, with only a sma}! 
acreage of cotton planted, we will 
be in a much better position to 
fight the weevil with calcium arse- 
nate and produce a staple of much 
higher grade.”. 

Will Cost 20 Cents. 

Commissioner Brown stated that 
it will cost at least thirty cents per 
pound to raise 1921 cotton, and 
should a large acreage be planted 
the present low prices will be en- 
couraged. “The farmers.of Georgia 
and the south hold the key to the 
situation in their hands, If we plant 
a larger crop of cotton than other 
products we may expect the present 
prices to continue,” he said. 

With the farmers and bankers all 
over the state rallying to the cot- 
ton acreage reduction campaign, 
Commissioner Brown and Lem B. 
Jackson are encouraged and believe 
the farmers will protect themselves 
from another period of deflation. 

“Diespite the fact that we realize 
the world needs every bale of cotton 
we can produce, the manipulators of 
the American market and the con- 
dition of foreign markets have driv- 
en us to a policy of self-preserva- 
tion an dwe must reduce our cotton 
aé@reage,” sald Mr. Brown. 

The position of bankers fn being 
unable to extend large loans this 
spring on account of the fact that 
the bankers have alreacy extended 
a large nencentage of notes, will be 
one of the main factors aiding the 
reduction of produce, is also the 
opinion of ‘the commissioner.

By Narrow Margin House 
Votes as Committee of 
Whole Against Muscle 
Shoals: Project. 


Washington, January 4.—The as- 
sistance of such powerful repub- 
lican leaders as Representative 
Mann, of Illinois, former floor lead- 
er of his party, failed in the house 
today to rally enough votes for the 
democrats to put across the $10,- 
000,000 appropriation wanted for 
the continuation of the work on 
the Wilson dam at Muscle Shoals in 
Alabama. 

The amendment was lost by just 
seven. votes, but another attempt 
will be made to get funds when 
the sundry civil bill is taken up 
by the house itself. The vote to- 
day was in committee of the whole. 

Under the leadership of. Repre- 
sentatives Byrns and Garrett, of 
Tennessee, the democrats made a 
vigorous fight for the project. They 
were joined by several republicans, 
among them being Newton, of Mis- 
souri; Hull, Iowa; Smith, Michigan; 
Curry and Barbour, both of Cali- 
fornia; Haugen. Iowa; Graham, 
Pennsylvania; Mann, Illinois; Sin- 
nott, Oregon, and Sells, Tennessee. 
But the fina? vote showed 125 for 
the amendment and 182 against. 

Mann Is Cheered. ; 

Representative Mann brought 
cheers from the democratic side 
when he declared the fertility of 
the soll was of supreme importance 
to an agricultural country. Every- 
thing possible should be done to 
aid the producers and consumers in 
getting fertilizer as cheaply as pos- 
sible, he asserted. 

“Shall we scrap a plant because 
we don’t like its cost or throw it 
away because we don’t like the 
men who are responsible for build- 
ing it?” Mr. Mann asked. There 
were never enough Chilean ni- 
trates, he said, and everything pos-

ly before making any further ap- 
propriation. From the standpoint of 
all defense, he said, the *,roject 
stands completed and he did not 
think the farmers were “very much 
given to paternalistic enterprises.” 

In @losing the debate on the dem- 
ocratic side, Representative Gar- 
rett, Tennessee, said it was no new 
enterprise on which the government 
is being asked to embark. The 
question was whether the invest- 
ment already made should be “de- 
liberately” thrown away, he sald, or 
completed for the benefit of the 
whole country. Turning to the mil- 
itary. aspect, he said the United 
States must never again be at the 
mercy of foreign countries for its 
supply of explosives.

BG GAIN SHOWN 
INTAX DIGESTS 


Georgia Taxpayers in 96 
Counties Return Proper- 
ty at 27 Per Cent In- 
crease Over 1919. 


Georgia taxpayers in the ninety- 
six counties required to show in- 
creabed digests last year returned 
their property at an estimated 33 
per cent of actual value, showing 
an average increase of 27 per cent 
over 1919, according to statistics 
completed and announced for the 
first time Tuesday night by State 
Tax Commissioner Henry J. Full- 
bright. 

Taking 35 per cent of the real 
value of property as the basis of 
equalization, Commissioner Full- 
bright early in 1920 found there 
weré ninety-six counties that fell 
below this standard, and he accord- 
ingly requested that they show in- 
creases. The average return of tax- 
payers in 1919 was 26 per cent of 
the actual value. 

“Charged with the duty of equal- 
izing tax values among the coun- 
ties of the state,” said Mr. Full- 
bright, “I sought first to obtain re- 
liable information as to the real 
values in order that I might com- 
pare these figures with the return- 
ed values of the severhl counties 
as shown by their tax digests. This 
was absolutely necessary in order 
to determine which counties were 
not paying upon reasonable basis 
with the others. 

_, 96 Counties Below , Average. 

A conservative estimation of the 
actual value of property on the 
books last year, was more than $3,- 
000,000,000. Comparing returned 
values with the estimated actual 
} Values, it developed that ninety-six 
counties fell below the state aver- 
are.

It was planned by the governor, 
Attorney General R. A. Denny and 
Mr. Napier to hold a conference on 
the question of the latter’s right to 
the attorney general’s office effec- 
tive January 1, Tuesday morning, 
but when the principals and their 
representatives met in the after- 
noon after a postponement, it was 
learned that Secretary of State Mc- 
Lendon had refused to certify the 
result of the race to the governor. 

With the situation so involved, it 
Was agreed by all that it would be 
unnecessary to argue the case. Mr. 


Napier then entered his request to; 


be sworn in and the governor de- 
clined, stating that he had no au- 
thority to take such action since he 
had not received certification of the 
petitioner’s election. The attorney 
general-elect stated to the confer- 
ence that he would be forced to en- 
ter proceedings against Mr. Mc- 
Lendon. 

“The question must be settled 
now,” said Mr. Napier last night. 
“T am entering my mandamus pro- 
ceedings in a friendly spirit and all 
interested in the case realize this,

FLORIDA SENDS 
AFFIDAVITS. 
Washington, January 4.—Affidav- 

its, including a number made by 
negroes, were presented by the Flor- 
ida congressional delegation today 
to the house census committee in 
denial of charges that negroes were 
wilfully prevented from voting in 
Florida. The charges were made 
before the committee last week by 
representatives of the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People during consideration 
of the reapportionment bill. 
In answer to the charge of W. F. 
White, assistant secretary of the as- 
sociation, that two negroes named 
Jones were whipped at Live Oak. 
G. W. Sanders, John I. Hopps, and 
W. R. Robinson, negro members of 
the republican campaign committee 
there, in an affidavit, said “no such 
occurrence has taken place in Live 
Oak or Suwanee county. The ne- 
groes here went to the polls and vot- 
ed and we were told by W.-H. Lyle. 
sheriff of the county, that we would 
be protected in voting; that on the 
day of the general election in No- 
vember, as far as we know, nothing 
was said to tha negroes, men or 
women, to try to keep them from 
voting, and several hundred did vote 
in the county on that day.” 
Continnine, the affidavit said: “We 
have resided in Suwanee county for 
some years: we have seen and par- 
ticipated in several genera] elec- 
tions where the negroes did not gen- 
erallv vote: the general election in 
November was no different from 
previous elections, everything being 
quiet and orderly on that day. 

Deny Incident. 
An affidavit signed py ten citizens, 
nearly all of whom were said to be 
county officers, declared the incident 
alleged did not take place, and add- 
ed: “The polls were crowded with 
negroes, men and women, and they 
were not interfered with in any 
way.” 
Sheriff Lyle in an affidavit also 
denied any such occurrences as 
charged. He said he was at the 
polls all day as were two deputies, 
and that the negroes.voted without 
molestation, some six or seven hun- 
dred of them. J. F. Kinkaid, city 
marshal, also made affidavit to that 
effect. 
Sheriff Scott Gregory, of Quincy, 
Fla., telegraphed that it was “abso- 
‘lutely untrue” that Dr. W. S. Stev- 
ens, a negro physician, had been 
ordered to leave town. “Can pro- 
duce Dr. Stevens’ affidavit that all 
reports concerning him are untrue,” 
the telegram declared. . Representa- 
tive Clark announced hé@ would pre- 
sent the affidavit of Df. Stevens to 
the committee when it reaches him. 

Story of Riot. 
Representative Clark also present- 
ed a letter from Joseph H. Jones, 
state’s attorney at Orlando, relative 
to the Ocoee riot.

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|New and Favorable Signs 
Are Seen by Wall Street

Néw York, January 4.—Prices on the stock exchange opened a 
fraction higher this morning on buying orders and short covering, 
and then had a rapid advance of from one to three points or more 
under. the leadership of the steel and equipment shares. Around the 
close of the first hour, however, and again at noon, professional 
traders began to pound the market, and a large part of the gaihs 
were lost, For the day as a whole, the stock market was quiet. The 
bond market, however, was strong and active. 

Atlantic Gulf repeated its daily performance of making a new 
low record, 651% being touched during the early trading compared 
with yesterday’s high of 76, last week’s high of 100%, and 176%, the 
high for-1920. Today, however, for the first time in a week or more, 
the decline in this stock did not affect the rest of the list. 

Coppers Are Strong. 
Some professional traders who had their slates clean put out 


fresh lines for short stock today on the theory that the recovery had | 


gone far enough. But some of the same traders did the same thing 

last Friday, declaring that prices would not go a point against them. 

That is true regarding the rails. But today’s early prices of 825% for 

steel common compares with last Friday’s price of 795%. In the mean- 

tinfe, Mexican Petroleum advanced from 154% to:163; Baldwin from 

83% to 881%,;. American Locomotive from 80% to 84%; Republic Iron 

& Steel from 50 to 64%; Crucible from 71% to 78; Utah Copper from 

47% to 51%; - 

Strength in tite copper shares was attributed to a hardening of 
priees for the metal. Today, as a result of larger inquires from large 
consumers, American Smelting advanced its prices for delivery dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1921 from 12% to 13%. Spot copper remains 
at the low price of 12%. - . 

‘ Day’s News Encouraging. 

For those who were looking. for it there was censiderable en- 
couuragement in the day’s news. Dispatches from Detroit reported 
that, while there were no expectations of an early return to nominal, 
several plants which had been practically cosed down had started 
8,000 men to work and expected to start another 8,000 at the beginning 
of next week. Then, word was received that the Corn Products 
company had etarted up its Argo plant. Cluett-Peabody, it was 
learned, had resumed operations on a five-day schedule; nineteen 
Rochester clothigg factories employing 11,000, which had been idle 
since last fall, had resumed operations, and that shoe factories at 
‘he same place were planning to take on more men. 

From Pittsburg, Springffeld, Mass., and Albany camé similar re- 
ports. Officials of New England cotton mills that ony yesterday 
slashed their’ prices right and left reported that a large volume of 
buying orders ‘haf been received. London and Paris department 
stores that had @ very -poor Christmas trade cabled today that as a 
result of the lower prices' named on January 1, buying was on a 
large scale. 

P Kelly-Springfield Dividend. 

*  AnotHfer piece of news that made a favorable impression was the 

deelaration of the regular quarterly cash dividend of 1 per cent and 

3° per. cent in stock by the Kelly-Springfield Tire company. When 

this stock was declining from its high price of 162% for 1920 to 26, 
-the low level reached on December 2, Wall street was flooded with 

rumors that the dividends would be passed or reduced. 

Still another favorable factor was steadiness tm sterling exchange. 
Cables from London report that the British government is making 
progress with its plans for stabilizing sterling. 

From Washington came the news that the bituminous coal output 
of the country for the week ending December 25 was only 9,725,000 
tons against 12,153,000 for the preceding week, with the output for 
ithe year to that date 647,000,000 tons agaigst 450,000,000 fgr the same 
period of 1919.. This shows that general trade is falling off and no 
immediate great upturn is expected by even the most optimistic in 
Wali street, but it fs believed that the worst is over. 

: Linseed Company Purchase. 
Announcement that Lever Bros., a Maine corporation and a sub- 
sidiary company of Lever Bros., Lad., of London, the big soap manu- 
facturers, has increased its capitalization from $12,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000 is the first step in the ogen toward the purchase of John D. 
Rockefeller’s American Linseed company. It was learned today from 
headquarters that the purchase of American linseed will be perfected 
within the next three weeks, unless something unforseen happens. 

‘It is understood that the holders of the $16,780,000 outstanding 
common stock will get 100 per ent in new 5 per cent second preferred 
stock, and the holders of the $16,750,000 outstanding 7 per.cent non- 
cumulating preferred shares will get 100 per cent in new cumulative 
first preferred stock. Rockefeller owns more than a majority: of the 
outstanding stock. It is understood that R. H. Adams, president of 
the company, who is also a large stockholders, originally intended to 
resign, but that both the Rockefeller and the Lever interests per- 
suaded him to remain and take charge of the new consolidatd com- 


pany to be formed. . 
By-Product Business. 


» ‘Adams was responsible for the recently established policy of 
Oing into the by-product business, which has been highly successful. 
In 1914 the company earned $1,924,000 gross and $306,000 or 1.8 per cent 
' for its preferred stock. The last annual report shows $11,026,000 
gross, with 16 per cent earned for the common stock. In’19I4@ the 
common stock of the company, which had had a long up-hill struggle 
under the old policy, was seHing at $7% a share. Last year, on 
rumors of the coming merger with Lever Bros., the price advanced 
(oe 95: In the general decline in the market, however, there was a 
drop until 42, the low price for 1920, was reached on December 21. 
With December exports and imports estimated, our favorable bal- 
ance of trade for 1920 is estimated by Washington at $2,722,955,000. 
This figure compares with $4,016,000,000 for 1919; $3,117,000,000 for

Fritz Kreisler 


Captivites | 


Big Audience at Auditorium 


Fritz Kreisler has changed in the 
last year, but praise be! not in his 
art, unless it be broader and mel-, 
lower. Or is it that his impression 
each time ‘one hears him is so over- 
whelming that the echoes of a year 
ago, dimmed by so long a time, are 
fainter with distance, though they 
may have reflected then as much 
beauty. 

The change is rather in the man 
than the artist. His tragedies are 
paling, and. he can smile again. 
There were smiles in the music, 


too, as in the lovely Scherzo of the 
Vieux Temps concerto, a movement 
he handled with the delicacy of a 
miniature painter, and-then again 
in the happy “Moment Musicai’ of 
Schubert. 

His program was a triumph in 
the selection of pure values. There

was daring in it, like the juxtaposi-

THREATEN BUYERS 


Low Prices Offered by the 
Buyérs Bring Closing of 
the Markets as Farmers 
Haul Tobacco to Barns. 


Lexington, Ky., January 4.—Farm- 
ers were hauling their tobacco away 
from warehouses and .storing it in 
barns, and practically every market 
of importance tn the central Ken- 
tucky tobacco region was closed to- 
night in protest against low prices 
offered by buyers for this year’s 
crop. The Lexington market was 
first closed until. tomorrow, while a 
later announcement set January 11 
ae e dateefor reopening. Indica- 
tions were that other markets would 
follow the lead\ of Lexington. 

Growers, buyers and others inter- 
ested in the tobaccco crop would not 
venture a prediction as to what the 
situation would be, but they indi- 
cated they were ready for almost 
anything. 

Principal developments of the day 
were: 

The Lexington loose leaf market, 


the largest in the world, closed an 
hour after the opening this morning 


with the announcement that it 
would reopen tomorrow. 4 

The Tobacco Warehousemen’s as- 
sociation, through Ben Bosworth, 
supesvisor of sales, this afternoon 
announced that the local market 
would not reopen until Tuesday, 
January 11, at the earliest. 

Delegations from various impor- 
tant markets in the district visited 
the Burley Tobacco Growers’ asso- 
ciation office here and announced 
that other places would follow the 
lead of Lexington. 

Farmers Meet. 

Farmers’ mass meetings in some 
counties decided to hold the 1920 
crop and cut the 1921 crops. Farm- 
ers began hayling their tobacco out 
of the Lexington warehouses, in 
which were about 7,700,000 pounds

morning. : 

Buyers of tobacco were threaten- 
ed by irate growers at Carlisle. 

Bankers and warehousemen to 
meet here Friday to decide on ways 
and means of financing growers 
who do not want to sell. 

Mass meetings of tobacco grow- 
ers from all parts of the burley 
district called for Friday, January 
7, at Lexington, for the purpose of 
Providing ways and means of han- 
dling the 1920 crop and to arrange 
for curtailing the 1921 crop. 

Growers Watch Sales. 

The Lexington market opened 
Monday with growers from all Parts 
of the state watching the sales to 
get a line on prices to be paid. 
No actio. was taken toward stop- 
ping the sales pending opening of 
the other important markets of 
Mount Sterling, Carlisle, Paris, Dan- 
ville, Winchester, Maysville and 
Covington, as growers said they 
hoped that indications at those mar- 
kets would be for higher prices. 

The temper of growers, however, 
Was none too good this morning 
and when prices offered were even 
lower than yesterday, the Lexing- 
ton market was closed. -Soon aft- 
erward Mount Sterling, Winchester 
and other markets closed, reports 
being that cessation of trading at 
Carlisle and Maysville was due to 
the threatening attitude of growers 
toward buyers. 

At Paris this afternoon several 
hundred growers from- Bourbon 
county voted unanimously to hold 
the 1920 crop and cut out the 1921 
crop. Similar action was taken at 
Maysville. 

Delegations from three counties 
came to Lexington tonight and aft- 
er a conference with growers from 
Fayette county, issued a call for a 
meeting in Lexington next Friday. 


GENERAL 
DISORDER. k 

Maysville, Ky., January 4.—To- 
bacen growers stopped the tobacco 
sales at Maysville warehouses this 
morning about an hour after the 
opening sales, the reason given be- 
ing “that they refuse to give their 
tobacco away.” The prices ran from 
a half cent to 20 cents. General 
disorder prevailed. 

Growers from six counties, Mason, 
Lewis, Bracken and Fleming, Ken- 
tucky, and Brown and Adams, Ohio, 
crowded around the buyers cursing 
and yelling and pushing buyers 
back. The first basket of 115 pounds 
Was purchased by a tobacco repre- 
sentative of a large tobacco coth- 
pany, for 10 cents a pound. To- 
bacco that brought from 25 to 356 
cents last year sold for 3 and §& 
cents today. 


KNIVES 
ARE DRAWN. 

Carlisle, Ky:, January 4.—Follow- 
ing impassioned speeches by grow- 
ers and threats against buyers dur- 
ing which knives were drawn, the 
burley tobacco market here was 
closed shortly after the opening to- 
day. Cooler heads among the hun- 
dreds of persons attending the sales 
prevented trouble. 

Growers declared that to accépt 


the prices offered by buyers meant 
bankruptcy. 

Shortly after the market here was 
closed it was reported that a crowd 
of several hundred farmers had 
started from thijs place for Paris, 
20 miles distant{ with the intention 
of forcing the Closing of the Bour- 
bon county market there.
